The official count by the Governor's 
council of the votes cast at the last elec- 
tion, made public today, gives Congress- 
“man Foss, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, a plurality of 35,179 over Gov- 
ernor Draper, which is 2191 larger than 
was reported election night, the returns 
at that time crediting Mr. Foss with a 


plurality of 32,987. 

The official count also shows a larger 
plurality for Lieutenant-Governor Froth- 
inghath by 3052 than was given on the 
first zeturns. 

The total vote for Governor was 440,- 
831 as against 391,013 for the same of- 
fice in 1909. 

Lieut.-Gov. Louis A. ‘Frothingham 
won over Thomas F. Cassidy, his 
Democratic opponent, by 8186 votes. Mr. 
Frothingham’s plurality at the 1909 elec-

MUSIC PAVILION 
FOR BAND STAND 
SITE ON COMMON 


Architects Will Be Invited to 
Compete for $25,000 Mod- 
ern Structure to Displace

TO IMPROVE FREIGHT 
PANDLING FACILITIES 


Double and triple tracking of the Grand 
Junction branch of the Boston & Albany 
railroad has been started with the adap- 
tion of one of the tracks between the 
Charles river bridge and Main street, 
Cambridge, as a “construction track,” and 
filling in the foundation for the third 
track in that section. This is the first 
step to increase the facilities for handling 
freight traffic on the branch to the wa- 
terfront terminal at East Boston. 

Work of making the -.Charles river 
bridge a double track structure is ex- 
pected to start the first of the year, as 
with the extra connections with the Bea- 
con park yard, and the third tracking 
to Main street, just west of Massachu- 
setts dvenue, will complete the first sec- 
tion of the track laying. 

The enlarged facilities are expected to 
provide for the increase in freight traffic 
through the East Boston terminal and 
improve the public service. 

The schedule time for a freight train 
to go from the Beacon Park yard to the 
East Boston terminal is one hour, but 
the actual time depends on the shifting 
and the waiting for right of way over 
the Boston & Maine tracks. If a train 
does not arrive at the right time it is 
obliged to wait and if it is heavy time 
is necessary for it to get under way. 
The double tracking will improve the 
operation of the branch. ’ 

The entire work of third and double 
tracking the Grand Junction branch was 
covered by appropriations of $168,000 
included in the improvements bond issue 
authorized in June.

When Congress meets next week the 
Senate foreign relations committee is 
expected to take up for consideration a 
treaty agreed upon with the Mexican 
government, providing for a new arbitra- 
tion commission to adjust the boundary 
between El Paso, Tex., and Ciudad 
Juarez, Mex. 

This agreement was concluded June 26 
last, too late for ratification, before 
Congress adjourned. If ratifiec at once it 
will take two or three months for the 
governments to present their respective 
cases. Hearings will ensue at the cities 
of El Paso and Juarez, and it is prob- 
able that a decision may be reached 
about May 1, 1911.

MAYOR SEEKS GRANT 
TO MECHANIC ARTS 
SCHOOL FROM STATE 


Seeking more money the state 
appropriation for industrial schools for 
the Mechanie Arts high school, Mayor 
Fitzgerald has sent a communication to 
the finance commission asking their opin- 
ion on the question of Boston receiving 
this benefit. The letter says in part: 

“Under chapter 530 of the Acts of the 
Massachusetts Legislature for 1910 a 
sum of money amounting to $24,229.02 
was distributed among certain cities and 
towns of the commonwealth which had 
established industrial Of this 
sum Boston received only $3,197. 

“The percentage of this subsidy, if such 
a term is applicable, which Boston re- 
ceived in 1910, amounting to barely one- 
eighth of the whole, is. out of all pro- 
portion not only to its contribution to 
the state tax, which amounts to nearly 
three-eighths, but also to its activities in 
the field of industrial education.

TO GOVERN THE RIFF COUNTRY 


Pact Covers Section Occupied by Spanish Troops—Na- 
tive Forces to Be Installed by Special Officers — 
French and British Ambassadors Lend Support.

which have resulted in a convention be- 
ing signed at the ministry of foreign 
affairs at Madrid, by M. Gorcia Prieto 
on behalf of Spain, and by El Mokri, the 
ambassador representing the Sultan of 
Morocco at Madrid. 

The convention covers the four follow- 
ing points: 

1. The form of government, of that 
section of the Riff country, occupied by 
Spanish troops and the district of Al- 
hucemas and Penon, is to include the 
appointment of local Moroccan authori- 
ties, under conditions to be agreed upon | 
between Spain and Morocco. 

The native police are to be instructed 
by Spanish officers, a custom house is to 
be established at Melilla, the duties 
levied on the markets and other taxes 
to be utilized in maintaining the police 
force and the collectors of all such duties 
to be made by Spanish officials. After 
the evacuation of the Spanish troops and 
as soon as the police force is efficient and 
considered capable of maintaining order 
in the country the Moroccans are to be 
entitled to collect their own custom dues 
themselves and to have complete liberty 
of action in governing the country. 

2. The Sultan is to undertake, with 
reference to the security of Ceuta, not 
to fortify positions, so as to be danger- 
ous to this place. Spain is to have the 
right to nominate the kaid in charge of 
the frontier ling,notice of which nomina- 
tion is to be first given to the Maghzen. 
The kaid is to have jurisdiction over the 
territory between the river at Ruen and 
Castillejos. The native police under 
Spanish instructors is to be held re- 
sponsible for maintaining order on this 
frontier line and finally the customs 
houses are to be established as soon as 
Spain asks for same.

The structure has been built by driv- 
ing a trestle out into the water and 
making a fill by dumping rock and earth 
dug from Culebra Cut. When this fill 
is completed another section of trestle 
is driven. The dumping process was be- 
gun October, 1907. The work progressed 
rapidly in proportion to the amount of 
material deposited until the channel, 
made by the French as an entrance into 
the basin at Balboa docks, was reached. 
Then slides began which retarded the 
filling and complicated the work. On a 
number of occasions a whole section of 
trestle with its half-made embankment 
would disappear between two days. New 
trestle would be made and the work re- 
sumed. Ih 14 months, to the end of 
October, the breakwater had been ex- 
tended only 2500 feet, but it had been 
broadened and made stable almost its 
entire length of two miles. In several 
places on the dike the sum of the daily 
vertical” settlements of the roadbed 
amounted to more than 60 feet in three 
months, and not one foot of the last 
mile of track now rests on the trestle 
on which it was built originally. In the 
fiscal year 1910 182,000 cubic yards of 
rock and earth were dumped on the 
breakwater. 

Since the ola French channel has been 
crossed and the structure nears the 
island there appears to be a firmer 
bottom, but even now the 70-foot piles 
sink through 30 feet of soft mud before 
they enter firm ground. Although sink- 
ings have occurred recently they are 
becoming less marked as the work ad- 
vances and it is hoped that the time 
has passed when they will sink below 
the surface of the water. One of the 
results of the sinking has been to form 
a beach of mud on either side of the 
breakwater, this being visible at low 
tide. -

The proposed increases, which the 
roads claim will involve a net additional 
revenue of $27,000,000 in the official 
clasitication territory, extending from 
New England to the Mississippi river and 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers, 
were declared by witnesses to be unjust 
and unfairly distributed. . 

The only witness who did not agree 
to the unfairness of the rates was C. C. 
McCain of New York:city, chairman of 
the trunk line association, who was 
called to explain a pamphlet which he 
prepared for the railroads as an argument 
for the increase. 

Other witnesses were D.'O. Ives of 
Boston, chairman of the traffic commit- 
tee of the trade organizations of the 
Atlantic seaboard; J. L. Tittemore of 
Omro, Wis., Edward 8S. Orr of St. Louis 
and E. E. Williamson of Cincinnati, 
commissioner for the —— bureau 
there.

But the people of the country ought 
to be supplied with books as well as the 
people of the city. The country already 
has rural delivery and telephones. The 
more prosperous farmers are supplying 
themselves with automobiles. And it is 
very gratifying to note that successful 
methods of distributing books among the 
rural inhabitants have already been in- 
augurated in a number of states. 

The sending out of traveling libraries, 
under the supervision of the state, was 
started as recently as 1893 by the state 
of New York. In 1895 Michigan started] 
a similar movement; and in 1896 the 
state of lowa made an appropriation of 
$5000 to be expended for the same kind 
of service. 

Wisconsin has been one of the states 
that has admirably developed the travei- 
ing library system, and a few details »f 
the work done in this state, taken as an 
example, may render the Subject a little 
more luminous. ,

These 
libraries appeal to readers who have not 
been satiated by an oversupply of read- 
ing matter. They go to pedple who are 
(hungry for them.

But as jong as Wisconsin or any 
other state adopts such methods of edu- 
cating all their newcomers from alien 
shores they need have no fear of the 
bugaboo of for’gn immigration which has 
frightened many editors and some states- 
men.

Public Service Commission 
Investigates the Increased

NEW YORK—Commuters appeared be- 
fore the pubhe service commission of 
ithe second district here Wednesday to 
protest against the action of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railroad 
in increasing commutation rates last 
July.

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“Riggs Laeny perhaps the most be- 
coming of furs, has been considered 
for many years the pelt par excellence 
for the elegant woman, says a London 
journal. Lighter in weight than sable, 
its rare softness and exquisite coloring 
have rendered it a favorite, although it 
is so costly. Constant attempts are 
being made to imitate-chinchilla, but 
few are successful. White hare, clipped 
and colored to resemble its pearl gray 
and blue shadings, is perhaps the only 
one. Chinchilla, being so soft and pli- 
able, is @ great favorite for trimmings, 
and one seems to associate it naturally 
with rich lace and chiffon velours. | 
‘Less expensive, but rapidly advancing 
in-favor, are the skins which belong to 
the lamb family, and several of the 
great international firms of furriers have 
to set up “fur fatms” of their own in 
order the better to obtain this soft 
peltry.. | 

Caracul, Persian lamb, moire kid, 
broadtail or breitechwantz, all belong: to 
this family, while baby lamb is another 
prime favorite. As all these pelts can 
be easily molded tothe .figure, the 
woman who values an elegant appear- 
ance often makes choice of them. 

Mink is another fur that has become 
very popular, ind for the fashioning of 
loose wraps it can hardly be rivaled. Its 
rich brown luster is generally becoming, 
and it is not so bulky as many furs, 
while if a garment is carefully cut the 
weight is lesq than with many species 
of peltry. 

Sealskin has its substitutes, but these 
are always more or less easily detected.

‘The tiniest scraps of sealskin 
should never be thrown away, as a good 
furrier can make use of these, and a 
fur expert can renovate and rerhodel a 
seal coat, no matter how worn or shabby 
it may be. 

On no account should peltry be placed 
near a fire to dry, be it ever so wet. 
Every separate hair is a tiny tube con- 
taining an inf finitesimally small quantity 
of oil which’ the heat of the fire will 


‘destroy, and in course of time the fur 


will lose its rich luster. 

Furs, when wet, should be well shaken 
and hung to dry in the open air if possi- 
ble; if not, in a dry room far removed 
from the fire. Periodically, they should 
be well shaken and lightly beaten with a 
slight cane on the inner side, never on 
the furry .one, as this prevents moths 
from harboring, and also shakes cut their 
eggs, should-such have found a place 
there. This is much better than relying 
on camphor, pepper, or yellow soap, 
though they are good in their way. It 
is also said that moths have a decided 
aversion for printer's ink, so that if furs 
are:laid in sheéts of newspaper they will 
be safe from the raids of such pests. A 
better plan, however, is to beat the furs 
periodically; as stated. 

Whenever possible, furs should be hung 
in a dark place, and on no actount should 
they 
This applies particularly 
to fur-motor coats. The best plan‘is 
gently to beat such a coat after it, has

INDIAN COAL 
OUTPUT SMALLER 


LONDON—The enormous expansion in 
production and exportation of coal in 
India, which was checked in 1908, shows 
a further decline in 1909. In 1908 the 
reason given for the decrease in exports 
was the increasing industrial activity in 
India, which required more coal for home 
consumption. Last year, however, this 


fexplanation could not be offered. 


In 1878 aggregate production of coal in 
Indif was a little more than 1,000,000 
tons, While in 1908 it was 12,769,000 tons 
which declined to 11,870,000 tons in 1909. 

The importation of coal to India 
reached 500,000 tons last year, of which 
311,000 tons came from the United King- 
dom, 

During 1890-94 the Indian exportation 
of coal reached about 30,000 tons per an- 
num, while in 1906 over 1,000,000 tons 
were exported. In 1907 but 658,000 tons 
were exported, while in 1909 the low level 
of 564,000 tons wisn reached.
